Bayonet 


Storming forward against bitter 
German resistance, and over some 
of the wildest country in Sicily, 
General Alexander’s armies have 
bitten right into the German main- 
line defences ringing the heights of 
Etna, states Reuter’s special corres- 
pondent. á 

There have been fierce street, fight- 
ing, desperate struggles up mountain 
heights, close bayonet work. All 
along the front there is evidence 
that the Germans had decided to 
stand and fight it out. But the 
Allied armies continue to advance. 


AXIS STRONGHOLD 


Canadian troops, pushing down 
the main west-east highway to 
Catania, -have captured the German 
stronghold of Regalbuto, hinge of 
the Axis line. Nine miles further 
north, the 7th Army has entered 
Troina. On the Canadians’ right 
flank the 78th Division has stormed 
Centuripe, five miles south-east of 
Regalbuto, and only seven miles 
south-west of Aderno, vital German 
centre on the Etna circular road.

Axis Positions Endangered 


Reuter’s Special _ Correspondent 
with the Eighth Army, in a message 
from Catenanuova, last night stated: 
Latest developments on the Eighth 
Army’s left flank have: greatly en- 
dangered the German positions at 
Catania, and have brought the 
Allies within a few miles of the 
main Etna defences.

Eighth Army gunners are engaged 
in a tremendous duel with the 
German batteries covering the 
Catania Plain. Th-se constitute + 
great handicap to successful 
manceuvres in the Plain, and General 
Montgomery has clearly decided to 
deal with them first before sending 
in infantry in strength to storm the 
main defences. 

German parachutist _ infantry, 
defending the approaches to Catania, 
are described as ‘‘ easily the toughest 
guys yet encountered.” They are 
said to be just as thoroughgoing as 
were the crack parachutists landed 
by the Germans on Crete. 

North of Agira, American forces 
advancing east from.the Nicosia- 
Mistretta road line, have seized 
Capizzi, a hill village, and Cerami, 
on the road west of Troina. 

Allied air forces are supportin 
the ground forces with concentrate 
blows as the troops closé in.

After taking the cliffs in the early 
morning, the attack. went on all day 
under a blistering sun, and con- 
tinued through a moonless night. 

There was not a single hill un- 
covered by machine-guns or snipers 
from at least four other heights. 
Two hundred parachutists concealed 
behind limestone crags caused a lot 
of trouble before the attackers 
cleared them out.

SOARING PEAKS 


Alexander Clifford, representing 
the combined British Press, in a 
cable from the North Sicilian front, 
gives this description of the country 
confronting the U.S. Seventh Army’s 
coastal advance after the capture of 
San Stefano. 

The Americans are astride the 
Catanian mountains, which rise from 
the sea to 5,000 feet in a few miles. 
The few villages are perched impreg- 
nably and fantastically on soaring 
pinnacles of rock as protection 
against enemies and mosquitos. The 
roads writhe and spiral and rise 
and fall with never a straight »r 
level yard. 

San Stefano was an empty, ruined 
fishing village when American patrols 
crept cautiously in on Saturday 
morning. It had been shelled from 
land and sea and bombed from the 
air. The Germans had put the finish- 
ing touches with dynamite and then 
laid mines. : 

Inhabitants of SanStefano were creep- 
ing back out of the railway tunnels, 
where most of them have been living 
for the past week, soon after the 
American. entry. The railwa 
burrows its way in and out throug 
this rocky coast, and there is tunnel 
space for all. There were instances 
where the Americans held one end of 
a tunnel and the Germans the other 
—and all the local inhabitants were 
in between.—(Reuter and A.P.)

Exporters Say 
Cattle Here

A shortage of cattle and sheep 
throughout the country was reported 
by members of the Irish Livestock 
Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, 
Ltd., at their meeting in Dublin 
last night, and they asked for an 
investigation by epartment of 
Agriculture experts. 

{r John Carroll, Carrick-on-Suir, 
who presided’, said that despite pub- 
lished statistics any practical man 
going through the fairs could tell 
them there was a shortage. 

Mr. John Sheridan, Dublin, said 
that it was a bad sign: to see the 
farmers buying cattle at the fairs, 
aud he: was afraid the ‘scarcity 
would intensify during the coming 
months. : 

Mr. Carroll said that theoretic 
or academic methods would not be 
much help in overcoming. the 
problem, and one way of solving “he 
shortage of dairy cattle would be 
to raise the price of milk. 

Mr John D. Sheridan said there 
had been criticism of the Minister 
for Agriculture, but he was doin 
his best.

In the Donetz Basin, the Germans 
have thrown in still more troops in 
an effort to dislodge the Russians 
from their bridgehead,on the western 
bank of the Mius River, but, after 
attacking in force for four days, have 
made no progress. 


ARMY DESTROYED 


Berlin Radio said last night that 
German forces on the Mius river 
front had won a big victory in this 
four days’ battle. The German 
News Agency said: “The im- 
portance of this victory can be 
judged by the fact that a whole 
Soviet army was destroyed, and that 
German troops reconquered favour- 
able defensive positions: and took 
over 15,000 prisoners.”’

Big Convoy 
Saved by 


Escort 


BRITISH Admiralty and Air 
A Ministry communiqué last 
night told the story of the 
voyage of a large and valuable east- 
bound convoy across the North 
Atlantic, and its safe arrival in port. 
A force of U-boats, estimated to 
number between 25 and 30, had con- 
centrated in an Atlantic shipping 
lane, but it had been subjected to 
such relentless assaults by surface 
escorts of the Royal Navy and by 
Coastal Command aircraft that it 
was denied an opportunity to launch 
even one attack. Air cover was pro- 
‘vided during daylight hours, and at 
night by aircraft operating in bright 
moonlight at great distances from 
their bases in the United Kingdom 
and in Iceland. | 
The battle began after dawn, when 
a Liberator aircraft saw three 
U-boats on the surface. It concen- 
trated its attack on one of them, 
which is considered to have been 
sunk. The aircraft signalled the 
positions of the other two to the 
convoy surface escorts, and during 
the ensuing search the frigate H.M.8. 
Tay saw a U-boat and made an 
attack, forcing it to submerge in a 
crash-dive. The corvette, Snowflake, 
saw another U-boat proceeding at 
‘periscope depth, and, with H.M.S8. 
uncan, dropped depth charges. The 
explosions brought large quantities 
of oil welling from the U-boat, which it 
is considered may have been destroyed. 


TORPEDOES 


Meartwhile 15 miles away from the 
convoy: the frigates Wear and Jed 
sighted two U-boats travelling 
towards the convoy, and as they 
drove towards them at full s 
one of the U-boats fired oes, 
which, however, did no harm. The 
U-hoats then quickly ‘submerged, 
but the Jed regained contact. with 
one of them and, with the cutter 
Sennen, carried out. a sustained 
counter-attack. Later they sighted 
extensive patches of oil, with large 
pieces. of splintered wood, cloth, 
aper and other wreckage. This U-

It was estimated that during. this 
time 20 U-boats were still in contact 
with the convoy... Several of them 
attempted to approach, but were 
engaged by Liberator aircraft, and.

EXPANSION 


It is interesting to note that, the 
basis of the plan in England is the 
control of fuel for haulage purposes, 
because any development, of the Irish 
scheme necéssarily would be based 
on similar regulations. Such 
organisation as may be built up in 
this country during abnormal circum- 
stances is not likely to be dispensed 
with after the war. deed, it. is 
much more likely that expansion will 
continue in consequence of the ¢end- 
ency for efficient service to preclude 
competitive opposition. 

Parallel with the organisation of 
road transport, the reorganisation of 
the Great Southern Railways con- 
tinues to make some progress. The 
recent move towards the standurdisa- 
tion of rates, one uf the most notable 
developments in railway administra- 
tion in this cotintry, has been 
brought into operation almost un- 
noticed. 


“Germany and her Allies are 
waging a strategically defensive 
war,’ said the German Military 
Commentator, General.

the point of view of purely military 
decisions, are guarantors of victory. ' 

Dietmar spoke of a three-front war 
against Germany—‘‘the war in the 
East, the war in the South, and the 
war in the skies, over Germany 
proper.”’ 

“The month of July,” he said, 
** will go down in the history of this 
war as the month of events of far- 
reaching consequence. It has 
certainly given our enemies a fore 
taste of the risks there are in such 
combined operations.

PERMITS TO VISIT 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


Major Lloyd (Con., | Renfrew) 
asked the British Home Secretary 
under what conditions are permits 
ranted to civilians to visit Northern 
Teelasid who are not travelling on 
business or on duty, and who have 
not got arents, husbands or 
children resident in Northern Ireland. 
He also asked how many _ prosecu- 
tions have been instituted against 
persons who, having received á 
yermit to visit only Northern 
gi] proceed to Eire in brgach 
of faith or in contravention of the 
couditions of the permit. 

Mr. Peake (Under-Secretary), in a 
written reply, stated: Apart from 
the classes of case mentioned, permits 
are granted only where there ars 
some special reasons of a com- 
passionate nature, such as the 
critical illness or funeral of a near 
relative. Jt is, however, the generai 
policy to grant permits to members 
of Parliament to visit Northern 
Ireland, on an assurance being given 
by the member that his visit is in 
connection with his duties as a 
member of the United Kingdom 
Parliament. Such permission does 
not include permission to visit, Eire, 
and this is always made clear to the 
member, It has not, however, been 
the practice to make the permit 
subject to a formal condition which 
could be enforced by criminal pro- 
ceedings, since it has been assumed 
that a member of Parliament would 
recognise that facilities to visit 
Northern Ireland should not be used 
for the purpose of leaving the 
United Kingdom without permission.

The Bees’ Main Job 


While farmers are striving to grow 
more food, seed and seed crops, bee- 
keeping is going through a bad 
time Entomologists are pointing 
out that at least fifty important crops 
depend on honey bees for pollination, 
and yield more abundantly when bees 
are more plentiful in the vicinity. 
Some insects, other than bees, play 
a part in plant pollination, but bees 
are the most impcrtant. Many bee- 
keepers have been- discouraged or 
have given up altogether through 
war-time difficulties, and if the bees 
become too few the results will prove 
serious for clovers, carrots, cabbage 
and turnips, vine and orchard fruits, 
and in the production of straw- 
berries, blackberries and blueberries. 
The bees travel only far enough to 
obtain sufficient food, and production 
within a given radius suffers if there 
are too few colonies. 


U.S. Visit

Some years. ago two gold pro- 
spectors published an account of 
their experiences in the interior of 
New Guinea where they found a 
community of natives whose money 
consisted of cowrie shells. As an. 
experiment, they took two in- 
telligent natives on a’ trip. to the 
coast in order to see what. would im- 
ress them most in “the. Settlement 
and which of the white man’s articles 
they would select to take back. 
The result of the experiment showed 
that in at least one important re- 
spect there was no great difference 
between the black man and the white. 
What awed the dusky visitors most 
was the vast quantity of ' money ” 
strewn about the beaches, which 
nobody troubled to pick up, and 
what each selected to take back was 
a sack of shell-money. Arrived 
back home, they became exceedingly 
‘* wealthy ” men. 


WHAT TO DO! 


Suppose that they decided to bury 
the sacks of shells in the ground as 
a-hoard against old age. In that 
case the increased quantity of 
money would not have an _ infla- 
tionary effect; the new money would 
be “‘ sterilised.”’ But if they elected 
instead to give currency to the addi- 
tional “ money “ by putting it into 
circulation, thebvieh purchases of 
goods and services, the immediate 
effect would be to stimulate trade— 
meaning an increase in the tempo 
of the exchange of goods and ser- 
vices. If the recipients of the 
money elected to hoard it, the 
stimulus would only be momentary, 
and again there would be no infla- 
tion. But if they “ecided to spend 
it, and the further recipients also 
decided to spend it, and so on in 
turn, the result would be a general 
increase in the prices of goods and 
services—inflation. 

It is possible that the increase in 
trading activity would evoke an in- 
crease in production, which would 
tend to restore the former equili- 
brium between the volume of goods 
available for consumption and the 
quantity © of THEANGA ower in 
active circulation, an ence in 
theory to restore the former price 
level, but if the infiltration of new 
money was very large in relation to 
the pre-existing quantity of money 
in circulation and to the oppor- 
tunities for increasing the supply of 
consumers’ goods, a permanent in- 
crease in the general level of com- 
modity prices would be inevitable 
in the absence of an elaborate 
system of price control. In that 
case, the purchasing power of each 
unit of money would be diminished ; 
the value of .‘‘ savings ” would be 
decreased; the beneficiaries in 
respect of all pre-existing contracts 
for the future payment of fixed sums 
of money would be at á loss. 

Suppose that the two San 
were predatory enough to take the 
hint given by their experiment and 
that they imported large quantities 
of shell-money, instead of trade 
goods, wherewith to pay the wages 
of the natives employed by them in 
gold production. The effect on the 
native community would be a violent 
monetary inflation; accompanied by 
a trade and speculation boom, and 
the reduction in the purchasin 


would be so even if most of the new 
gold were buried in the ground by 
the various monetary authorities. 
Unlike the case of the black man’s 
money, if could be assumed that 
approximately half the gold would 
ercolate-.into the books the 
Sentral Banks of the gold standard 
nations, and thereupon there could 
ante been raised a superstructure of 
credit. 


NOTE ISSUE 


The foregoing are two examples o: 
an warps | character as to how 
monetary inflation might arise. In 
order to bring the matter a little 
nearer to the more. complex. condi- 
tions of modern finance, two further 
examples may be given, which 
‘examples have a certain bearing on 
the present outlook. 

The first is the monetary inflation 
effected by the State in certain Con- 
tinental countries after the last war, 
notably in Germany. Ín these 
countries there was no gold standard 
or any other formal standard of 
money, which meant in practice that 
the State could issue currency notes 
without any constitutional or legis- 
lative check as to the amount, and, 
further, that all the notes so issued 
were a compulsory form of accept- 
ance of payment of all moneys that 
might become due by the Govern- 
ment to the citizens of the State. 
This is better known as State use 
of the “ printing press,”’ or, as it is 
sometimes called; the issue by the 
State of a fiat money. 

The second example relates to in- 
flation of a different kind, and it is 
one which is more familiar in prac- 
tical form to the present generation 
in Ireland. This is inflation of com- 
mercial bank credit, whether ex- 
tended generally or íor a particular 
parporss such as the extension of 

ank credit by the Irish banks for 
buying farms in the 1919-20 period, 
in consequence of which the price of 
agricultural land was -raised far 
beyond what the holdings should be 
worth as a business investment. 
Another example in this category 1s 
the extension of huge quantities of 
bank credit in Great Britain and 
the U.S.A. in 1928-29 for the pur- 
pose of speculation in Stock Ex- 
change securities, which sent 
security prices in the London and 
New York Stock Exchanges soaring 
to fantastic levels—but not prices of 
commodities. There being no in- 
crease in the amount of land avail- 
able in the former case and no 
equivalent increase in the amouht of 
stocks and shares available in the 
latter case, the expansion in buying 
power arising from the extension of 
bank credit for these purposes could 
find its expression only im higher 
prices. 


BUDGET PROBLEMS 


mentioned is that such inflation is 
necessarily progressive, meaning 
that the movement does not neces- 
sarily call into play countervailing 
forces which must in time bring. it 
to a halt. Each dose of-ecurrency 
inflation, arising from the crude use
